of this nature out of the way before 
that date. 
The fact that the perma­ 
nent free7,e Is some years much later 
than the ordinary should not be used 
as a reason for delay. The good maa- 
ager keeps step with nature, but trie* 
to keep considerably ahead of the dates 
when a given task may be performed 
The general rule in autumn la: Work 
which cannot be done when the grouaa 
is frozen should take precedence over 
work which can be done later. 
In the corn belt, where the ears of 


corn are husked and the atalka left 
standing, corn gathering ie an impor­ 
tant task which may be performed 
when the ground is frozen but which 
should be iTimpleted before a heavy 
snow foils. 
It Is the fear of snow ana 


severely cold w’eather that impels the 
corn farmer to bend every energy to 
elenr the field of corn before the 1st 
of December or some other date flxel 
by the experience of the community 
as the time when there Is great danger 
of weather which w ill stop the work
